mouth is the belief of Baron Komura, 
head of the ,lapanese peace mission, as 
voiced by .\iniar Hivto, ollicial spokesman 
for tlie baron. 

The parly arrived here today, and Mr. 
•Soto in an interview tnuiglit saiil: "1 
iim confident that peace will he sin-cess- 
fully negotiated by the appointed dele- 
gations. The .faiianese will he guided 
hy moderation and no excessive demands 
mil he made, but tlie sentiment in .Tnpau 
and Russia is for peace, and in the in- 
terests of humanity and propriety there 
Imust be peace." 

Asked as to tho probability of an 
armistice, Mr. Sato snid that probability 
would be among the first questions the 
plenipotentiaries would consider, leased 
on previous treaty negotiations. Japan 
will make the demands fnr Russia's con- 
sidorntioii. He said the jieace terms were 
formulated by the Emperor of .iapau 
and his council. Mr. Sato, asked if in 
the finsli of victory the ,Tapanese people 
votilil not feel entitled to more than a 
treaty ivonlii allow, said: "The Japan- 
ese are not so gentle as to abide by any 
decision •we may wake, hut they pay 
preat respect ' to the offlces of President 
lloosevelt, and his acts have done n 
great deal to emphasize the need of 
peace." . . 

Engliah Language Preferred :. 

Mr. Sato further said that 'Japan 
■would ■ prefer to have tho negotiations 
in the English language, as neither 
Baron Koiuura nor himself spolje 
I''rcneli. The matter, however, would 
lie scttlwl after President Roosevelt had 
inet the two commissions. Of tho atti- 
tude of the .Tapanese plenipotentiaries to- 
waril the Russian <lelegates jNIr. Sato 
.said: "Wo admire M. Witte and Biiron 
iRoseii. The annotinceinent of M. NVitte's 
appointment wa.s more welcome to us 
than that of jiny other person could have 
been. We recoguizo him as a great 
statesman." 

: Of tlic future of (.'hina Mr. Sato sniil: 
"If the central governiiionC <-ould work 
in harmony with the district or provin- 
cial .giivcrnineiits Cliiiia would become a 
gre.1t power, but at present that seems 
to be imiiossibie." 

Japan's attitude toward Cbini was 
most friendly, said' Mr. Siito, and she 
felt that it was morcor loss under Jap- 
an's protection. This protection by way 
of illustration Mr. Sato said, was "not 
so strong over China ns that ol the 
United States over South America." 

Mr. Sato emphasized the announce- 
ment iimde freiiuently before, that 
.fapan does not seek territorial aggrand- 
izement, saying: "We want in Man- 
churia ciiual o|)portunity, <ir what Mr. 
llay called 'the o|)e]i dour.' In response 
111 furl her qiu-stions Mr. Satn said Jaiian 
is over-popnlateii and that in tlie opening 
up of Manchuria and Korea an attrac- 
tive lield for inmiigration would bo near- 
er home tlian those offered in Hawaii 
or this confluent. Mr. Sato said that 
while n desire for veaco was the seuti- 
luent of Japan it wa.i not a desire for 
peace at any price. "Japan is in a pros- 
perous condition at present," ho said, 
"and the war taxes do not fall heavily 
upon the people. Tin-re has already 
been subscribed S;'J."ii l.(M lO.IUM) to a now 
internal loan, anil our iirosperity is ft;r- 
llier iinlicaleil in ihi- sun-ess of our for- 
eiu'u lo.-ins." 

Laughs at "Yellow Peril "

On the- contrary, ..the promoters say 4t 
will be the most li^-to-dafe "and pleas- 
ant residential city on the western 
half of the continent, and will be un- 
surpassed for the respectable and 
high-class nature of the amusements 
and recreations provided for its resi- 
dents and visitors. ii will not only 
be ;i. summer resort, but will be an 
all- the-year-rouiul resort; and, while 
it will attract from all parts of the 
continent those people who llnd the 
heat of other localities intolerable in 
summer. It will also In the winter 
have its lloating population of those 
who wish to escape the rigors of the 
climate of the frozen North and the 
hard winters experienced in the 
Northwest Territories and Manitoba — 
or, for that matter, or Eastern Can- 
ada. 

The present year has demonstrated 
beyond all possibility of . doubt that 
there is no place visited by tourists or 
ttie seeker after a more temperate cli- 
mate than Victoria, as is willingly 
borne evidence to by tlioso of them 
who have spent any time in this 

Thet mattalr of ' provldlrtg suitable 

entertainment for citizens and visitors 
during the ovening-j has been dis- 
cussed very often by tho executive of 
the Tourist Association. Over a year 
ago the proposition to establish a 
winter garden was suggested by the 
secretary, Mr. Herbert Outhbert, and 
at that time t!io ijub'ject was very 
thoroughly elaborated and discussed 
by the executive, and was linally laid 
over for further coitslderatioii this 
year. 

Proposed Winter Gardens 
At ti.e meeting yesterday afternoon 
the crying need — emphasized by the 
unprecedented proportions of this 
year's tourist travel— of some such a 
means of amusement and recreation 
was strongly expressed by those pres- 
ent, and tiie plans for the proposed 
winter garden were discussed in all 
their bearings. It was felt that the 
time had arrived when this city 
should no longer be called a "dead 
town," 80 &r as amusements are con- 
cerned, either for our own people or 
for strangers; and that the plans 
under consideration would be the one 
thing necessary to remedy this. 

It is proposed to take a piece of 
property belonging to the city, and 
upon It to construct a crystal palace 
and winter gardens, patterned some- 
what on the lines of similar ^popular 
playgrounds for the people which have 
been established for years in the Old 
World. The land selected for this 
inirposo is situated at the corner of 
Dou.glas and Hello\-ille street, lunnlng 
back to Humboldt street, and con- 
tains several acres, being the remain- 
der of the reclaimed mud Hats. It 
has an especial advantage in that It 
is easy of access from all parts of 
the city. 

This building would front on FJoug- 
las street, on which thoroughfare It 
would ho.ve a face of some 550 feet. 
The whole of this front would be two 
.stories In height. In the centre, ac- 
cording to the plans, will be a magnl- 
llcent entrance, Hanked by towers, be- 
tween which and back in the centre 
of the roof is an immense steel and 
glass dome. I'assing through the 
Kraiid entrance hall of this portico, 
one llnds oneself in an enormous 
pavilion or conservatory immediately 
under the great doim; alluded to. This 
pavilion Is filled with clioice decorat- 
iv._' ijlants ami sliruljbery, the central 
portion having chairs opposite the 
band-stand, which will be on the op- 
posite side of the pavilion from the 
entrance. This band-stand will be 
constructed In a crescent-shaped re- 
.■e.ss, facing the open-air pleasure 
grounds v.liicli it is intended to con- 
struct at till- rear of the building; 
ami, by the .simiile process of ojienlng 
or sluittiiiK- certain mechan Ically- 
rnis.'d glass ii.artilions, tbe niusli; may 
h,; plainly lii-ard both by those in the 
iHilldliig ami by those oiitsbb.- on tne 
.crounds. The shPs of the pavilion 
will be jcsiTwd for promenades, so 
that tlios" who ilo not care to sit 
ilown nii;;lu stroll around while en- 
j(jying the music. 

Right and left of the building tln^ 
pavilion extends In two wIuks, the ono 
on the left being devoted to an enor- 
mous salt-water swimming bath, 
which can be heated to any tempera- 
ture, and around which will be gal- 
leries similar to those In Sutro's 
liaths in San Francisco. There will 
also be hot salt water baths In coii- 
ii..'<jtion. 

In the ilulif \vin;,'. ivllh a .Ji j n r. 1 1 . • 
entrance from Hidbnille sir. el, will ii.' 
a, new and uji-to-ibite concert hall c 
theatre, which will se.U at least l.no 
p.^ojile. This, like llie swlmiiiin 
baths just (lescribcil. is one of tlic 
most needed liislUutions In \"ictorla at 
the iiresent time. It is also c'.jiiteni- 
plated, if the c.Kiiense is not too great, 
to lonstriict a large real Ice skating 
link for the winter evenings. 

The open-air grounds will be beau- 
tifully laid out and will occupy about 
half the site, in 'lives courts, racquet 
courts, tennis courts, American bowl- 
ing alleys, and English bowling green : 
with a children's playground in which 
swings, merry-go-round and goat and 
donkey tracks for children will be laid 
out around a sihall artificial lake. 
Daily Band Concerts 

It Is intended that there shall be 
two band concerts dally — one in the 
afternoon and one In the evening. 

The total charge for admission to 
everything In connection with tho pal- 
ace and winter garden It is proposed 
to jilace at 10 cents, with the excep- 
tion of tho concert hall. This, of 
course, wdll be regulated by the na- 
lui'o of the afternoon's or evenings en- 
tcrtainmiMit, and n.alnrally there will 
bo a, small (diargo to those wdio bathe 
or Indulgi! In any other of the side 
ainusomenls, smdi as donkey-rlding, 
bowling, etc. l'"or the benefit of ^Mc- 
torinns, season or family tickets will 
be Issued at reduced rates, so that 
the one place in all 'Vlc'torla wliero 
people can congregate and enjoy an 
evening together wdth their fellow- 
cltlzens will bo within the .delightful 
surroundings of this wdnter garden. 

"This proposition," said Mr. Cuth- 
lierl, "has b('en aliowr. to many jiri- 
vate cltijiens outside of the Tinirlst 
.\sHoidatlon, and all who have seen 
till.' plans are ,'ntliuslastlcally in 
la\or of Ih,. in-ojoct. It has been 
siitfge.sted that it might be constructed 
liy a private corporai ion — and there Is 
no doubt about it being a financial 
success, as there are other means of 
revenue, such as the renting of the 
portions of the bulld'ng not rcfiulv

Corporation Property 
"As, however, the property Is city 
property, and as many other up-to- 
date cities in other parts of the world 
own their pities of amusement, it 
was thought better that this should 
belong to the city entirely, so that 
the nature of the attractions and en- 
tertainments are imder strict control 
and supervision; and that, if there Is 
any prollt to be derived from it, the 
same shall belong to the city. In 
this way it wlU never be under the 
domination of any outside attraction 
cliciue or syndicate, but will always 
be available for the citizens for any 
class . of entertainment they wish to 
have," 

In conclusion, the Tourist Assocl.a- 
tlon earnestly solicits tlie unanimous 
support of the citizens in this new 
enterprise— not, however, merely us 
members of the Tourist Association, 
but as Victorians, themselves large 
taxpayers, yet singly desirous of see- 
ing the advancement of the city. A 
valueless city property can be made 
to pay under certain conditions, and 
the interests of the community en- 
hanced by the operation of such n 
project.

TO SHIP FROZEN 

HALIBUT TO EASl 



Owntr of Fishing Gazette Tells 
of Expected Shipments to 
Atlantic. 



That a revolution in the manner of 
shipping Puget Sound halibut to the 
liast will soon bo inaugurated by the 
leading companies engaged In the 
business Is the belief ot G. E. Jen- 
nings, of New York city, proprietor of 
the I'MshIng Gazette, who spent a day 
In Victoria Monday last and who is 
now In Seattle after an extensive 
examination of PacUlc Coast flsherle.s. 

"I have every reason to believe," he 
announced, "that It Is only .'i matter 
of a short time until the companies 
begin shipping halibut East frozen, 
Instead of fresh in refrigerator cars, 
;is at present. You now handle at 
least 75 ncr cent. - Of tbe fresh fish 
buslncs.s of the Middle West and fur- 
ther East, and will continue to be one 
ot tho most Important supply points 
In the United States. 

"You can get llsh in here from the 
banks hi less than forty-eight hours, 
and ship it to the -Vilantlc coast be- 
fore vessels can leave the lisliliig 
markets there, reacli the banks and 
relurii witii a supply. This Is due 
to the fact that tlie new banks being 
worked are further away, so far that 
it will take a boat several weeks to 
go out and return with a cargo. 

"From what I have learned while 
on the coast, It looks very much as it 
the sockeye run this year was going 
to prove a failure. On the Fraser I 
am Informed that the fish are very 
scarce. On the Colunibiii there are a 
number of canneries that are not 
being operated, and on tho Sacra- 
mento river the run Is an entire fail- 
ure. Yiiu are, of course, fully in- 
formed as to the unsatisfactory con- 
ditions on the Sound. In British 
Coluinhia districts reports are re- 
ceived of lari£e catches by Individual 
boats, but tlic truth Ls that thc^o 
catches come from about half a dozen 
different bouts luid are turned In by 
one num. 

"I have been identified with fishing 
Interests for years, but have only 
realized the magnitude of the Indus- 
try out hero and In Alaskti by this 
\-lslt, wiilch Is the first time tliat I 
have come In contact with the local 
atmosphere, as It wore, of the I'uget 
Sound cannery business. One tiling, 
though; the Industry niuKt be pre- 
served ;uid handled carefully, for the 
supply of llsh Is gradually dwindling, 
not only here, but on the Atlantic as 
well. At least the catches are smaller 
year by year."

(Commons is a smaller evil than its de- 
fipatch of legislative business." 

On the other liand, it admit.-! that "tlie 
coiii]iIe.\ity of nioilprn life and the very 
futility of niiich existing legislation do 
undoubtedly leave a large sphere of 
benoliccut legislative action t» an nssem- _ 
■bly which can distinguish the essential • 
■from the trivial and the vital from the 
wiechanicni." "IJut," it adds, "unliap- 
pily, tlie trivial and the ineclianical arc 
easy, whil(> the essential and the vilal 
are dilllcult. The lirst are within the 
reach of every sciolist, while this -second 
demand wide knowledge, sound Judg- 
ment, and a grasp of vital evolution 
which arc not common oiulowmeuta." 

Tho best ilhat can be hoped at the 
present time, and in present circum- 
stances, where so few members of Par- 
liament attAin-to a high standard, is that 
some means may be found of impress- 
ing upon the House '"POme sense o£ pro- 
portion" and upon Jta^ members ('*a more 
just perception of the value of their 
fncile suggestions." If members talk 
too much there must be souh" means of 
shutting them off, in order to compel a 
l oiu lusion of some kindf The eousider- 
ation, however, to wliicU we have rcfci-- 
Ired, is very much one of choosing be- 
tween two evils— more talk than law- 
making or more legislation and less criti- 
cism of tho government. Judging by re- 
.snlis, it i!! dilllcult to decide.* As mat- 
tors are at tlu; present lime, opinlous 
will largely coincide in tlie view that 
there is too much of both.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. ,. ^ 

" Tuesday, ituly 25. 1905.' 
(Hon. Mr. Justice. Daft.) 

In re Mellor — ^Hori. Mr. Justice Duft 
bus handed dowp 'the .following deci- 
sion In this matter, 'Involving a ques- 
tion of ilie possession of title deeds 
between husband and wife, and inci- 
dentally raising a (luestlon vlh to the 
construction to be placed on section 
4G of the Land Registry Act of last 
session. Unfortunately, owing to the 
parties having reached some settle- 
ment, the Interesting point involved 
In section 46 did not come -ip for 
argument, as suggested by the learned 
Judge, and the legal practitioner deal- 
ing .with the Land Beglstry Act will 
have to wait until this Important 
question again arises. Following is 
the elteet of ,,the Judgment! 

Application was made by a hus- 
band, under section 33 of the Married 
Women's Property Act (R. S. IJ. C, 
iSU7, Cap. 130) for an order directing 
the delivery up to him of the title 
deeds which were supposed to be In 
the wife's possession. 

The wife was, at the time of the 
application, the registered owner of 
the property, which she had acquired 
by conveyance from the husband. 
Subsequently she had executed a deed 
which she understood to bo a re- 
conveyance, but neitber the husband 
nor llie sullclior who prepared the 
docd liad any recollection of it, .and 
the deed itself could not be found. 

This deed having boen executed be- 
fore the passing of the Land Beglstry 
Act Amendment Act, 1906 (Cap. 31 of 
1905), Hla Lordship called counsers 
attention to section 4G of that enact- 
ment, and asked for argument on the 
question whether under that section, 
the deed nut having boeti rogl.stercd 
prior to the passing of the act. It v.-as 
open to the court to consider any 
evidence as to the existence or con- 
tents of the docninent; in the al)j.-'ii'_'e 
of such evidence the application must 
obviously fall. .Section 40 referred 
to enacts that " Instruments executed 
before, und taking effect before the 
coming into force of this act, trans- 
ferring, charging, dealing with or af- 
fecting land or any estate or Interest 
therein, unless registered before the 
coming into force of this act (except 
a leasehold interest In possession for 
a term not e.xcoedlng three years) 
shall not be receivable by the court 
or an.v court of law, or an.v registrar 
or examiner of titles, iis evidence or 
proof of the title of any jierson to 
such liuid, as against the title of any 
person to tile same land, registered 
under the provisions of this act, ex- 
cept in an action before the court 
questioning the registered title to 
such land, in which action a plea of 
fraud Is raised wherein the registered 
owner has participated or colluded." 

His Lordship gave no decision on 
the point, but said that the construc- 
tion of section 4G, as applied to the 
facts before hlin, must be deteriiiliiv;d 
before be could decide wVietber the 
husband was entitled to the delivery 
up of the title deeds. Tliat ques- 
tion, Involving the plalutllT's title and 
the construction of this new and op- 
parently far-reacbing enaclinent, ivas 
not. In his judgment, one ot the cl.iss 
of questions which ought to be de- 
cided In the exercise of the summa.'-y 
Jurls(licUon conferred by section u3 
of the Married Women's Property 
Act. No order was made on this 
branch of the hu.sband's application.
